Approximately 300 milk producer* 
in Adams county have claims ag g re­ 
gating $00,000 with the Pennsylvania 
Milk Product* Company, of H arris­ 
burg, declared a bankrupt corporation 
by Judge W itmer at Scranton last 
week, it is learned. 
The 
Pennsylvania Milk 
Products 
C om pany has been having financial 
difficulties for some time, and recently 
on petition of creditors the United 
States District Court appointed John 
A. F. Hall and G. Glenn Fickes, of 
H arrisburg, as tem porary receivers. 
It was first reported that the company 
would resist bankruptcy proceedings, 
but apparently changed its mind for 
on February 4 
it wa- adjudged a 
bankrupt by Judge W itm er at Scran­ 
ton without resistance. 
This company was a large dealer 
in milk having receiving stations at 
Gettysburg. York Springs, Dillsburg, 
Mr Top, Big Dam, Williamson, Ship­ 
pensburg and Newville in this vicinity, 
and, it is stated, a total of fifteen 
stations in different sections of the 
State.
